Decision Expected On

Premier Oliver. Just before he 
left for the East today* tele-?

Harding, who was taken ill a 
couple of days after the great re¬ 
ception given him in Vancouver. 

“Please convey to President and 
Mrs. Harding the sincere sympa¬ 
thy of the people of British Co¬ 
lumbia with their earnest wishes 
for his rapid recovery." the Pre¬ 
mier said tn his telegram to the 
President's secretary. 


London, July 31.—An important decision regarding Great 
Britain's policy toward her French and Belgian Allies in the 
matter of re|>aratione was expected to be the outcome of the 
Cabinet meeting which began this morning.

To the Kdltor:—1 have had oc¬ 
casion more than once' to apeak of 
the cancer problem and the constant 
endowment given to cancer research, 
but as there Is a renewed appeal 
launched fn England. I would like to 
ask your forbearance yet further in 
order that those not familiar with 
the question may be enlightened. 

The Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund started in 1902 with an endow¬ 
ment of £120,000. The Cancer Hos¬ 
pital Research Institute was started 
a few years before the war. The 
Middlesex Hospital Cancer Research 
Laboratories were formed in 1900, 
and there are many provincial lab¬ 
oratories. Thousands of pounds 
have for the last 20 years been donat - 
ed to carrying on this research, and 1 
yet the death rate Is steadily increas¬ 
ing. (The figures per million 1929-42 
were 172. while In 1921 they were 
1,215.) It is obvious that research 
has contributed nothing useful in 
combatting the disease. 

In The Morning Post of June 7. 
there appeared a letter from Hon. 
Stephen Coleridge pointing out that 
a fund of £140,000 already existed 
for the purpose and asking why this 
was not used before further demands 
were made on the public for support. 

The Medical Press (June •) makes 
the following pertinent remark: 

“ . . . the elusive nature of its 
causation and cure has, in the course 
of years, converted the research 
study of its problem into an industry 
from which many gain a livelihood. 
If the cause of the disease and its 
cure were known at this day. much 
disturbs nee of vested interests would j 
follow.”

— It might ax well be pointed out that not all 
of the emigrants from Canada to the United 
States left because they had no* employment, 
but rather because they considered that their 
prospects of material advancement were greater 
in the republic than on this side of the line, and 
their destinations for the most part were the big 
attractive American cities, where, owing to con¬ 
ditions of economic inflation, wages have been 
larger than in Canada. What Canada needs are 
not more city dwellers, but settlers for our unde¬ 
veloped hinterlands, wealth producers such as 
came to the Dominion between 1!!10 and 1913 by 
the thousands and who became live assets of the 
country, tenacious of their new Canadian citizen¬ 
ship and willing to make present sacrifices for 
ultimate advancement. Instead of worrying 
about the people who have gone, we should con¬ 
cern ourselves with bringing people in. and that, 
hf course, is what the Minister of Public Works 
very properly emphasized Hatnrday evening.

Sugar and Pineapples. 

Breaking of his business In the 
plantations of the Hawaiian Islands 
Mr Williams stated to The Timt* 
this mgrning that this industry had 
been a factor in the devolpment of 
the famed Islands in the mid-Pacific 
ever since 1*76. "It has grown by 
leaps and bounds." he said, "until at 
least the plantations cover a very 
considerable portion of all the avail¬ 
able land. The Islands produce 650.- 
000 tons of unrefined sugar every 
year This Is only a small fraction 
of the total production of the world, 
which Is something like l#.0o0.000 
tons yearly, but It Is never-Ihe-less 
a very considerable amount." 

"The pineapple Industry Is another 
thing which Is rapidly becoming a 
chief industry of the Islands," said 
Mr. Williams. "For the past ten or 
eleven years this hits grown amaz¬ 
ingly. principally because of the 
adaptability of the soil and climate 
for the growing of the fruit. Mil¬ 
lions of cases are exported annually, 
and these bring good prices.
